DISPLAY DEVICE, filed on 12/27/05. Claims 20-23, 32, 33 and 39 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach a mountable display having a cabinet with 
a media presentation device, the cabinet having retractable axial members that are 
retractable or extendable by way of a mechanical unit, the axial members having a 
protruding portion that are inserted into a similar cross-sectioned opening in a 
supporting mount, the retractable axial members allowing the media presentation device 
to be connected and unconnected from the supporting mount and when connected to 
also be selectively rotatable on the axis of the axial members due to the protruding 
members.
